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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to the Office Action of 4/6/2007 applicant has submitted an 
Amendment, filed 8/3/2007, amending independent claims 1,11, and 18, adding new 
claim 36, and arguing for the allowability of the amended claims. This has placed the ^ 
application in condition for allowance, for reasons given next. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 1-4, 6-18, 20, and 22-36 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 1,11, and 18 are allowed because they now recite a media 
capture device wherein one of a plurality of focused speech recognition lexica is 
selected, for speech-to-text annotation of stored captured media, by selecting one of the 
hierarchically organized folders in which to store said captured media of the media 
capture device, said folders being named by media capture activities. 

The closest prior art are Anderson and Bernardi. Anderson teaches textually 
taigging captured images with recognized contents of user speech and with user speech 
as voice annotations. Bernardi teaches selecting by speech one of plural media capture 
activities and subsequently selecting among displayed annotations within said capture 
category. However Anderson and Bernardi singly or in combination do not teach nor 
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fairly suggest speech recognition texica focused by media capture activity that are tied 
to hierarchically organized folders for storing captured media. 

Dependent claims 2-4, 6-10, 12-17, 20, and 22-36 are allowed because they 
further limit the independent claims or their parent claims. \
